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The claims are amended to define methods for detecting an environmental contaminant or toxin. The claims do not define the 
contaminant or toxin over the endocrine disrupting substances of Nilsson et a! cited in the Final Office action because the substances of 
Nilsson are added to the cell environment to contaminate the cell culture and resulting in altered expression. Therefore, the preamble 
does not define the instant invention over that prior art of Nilsson. The claims have been further amended to define comparison of 
expression patterns whereby gene products present In one pattern and not in another are identified. Falb specifically teaches the newly 
claimed expression pattern analysis by teaching differential expression (Column 13) and differential screening and subtractive 
hybridization (Column 17). Therefore, the amendments do not define the instant invention over the cited prior art. 

Applicant's request to withdrawn finality of the previous office action Is noted. However, the finality is deemed proper because while the 
claims were amended the claims were drawn to the same Invention and the rejection was based on the art of record.
